I heg  to  submit  my  /umual  Report  for  195S  on  the 
environmental  hygiene  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural 
District, 


I am  indebted  to  the  staff  for  help  in  the  preparation 
of  the  report  and  to  Mr,  E.H,  Rosser,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Surveyor,  for  the  sections  dealing  with  the  work 
of  his  department. 

The  Health  statistics  are  favourable  to  the  Rural 
District  in  all  respects  and  are  evidence  of  the  v/ell-being  of 
the  community. 

As  a consequence  of  the  lifting,  in  1958)  of  the 
Government  embargo  on  capital  expenditure  the  Council  received 
consent  to  proceed  with  the  scheme  of  sewerage  for  the  Reddings 
area. 


During  the  year  the  Council  completed  the  THIRD 
instalment  of  its  programme  for  dealing  v/ith  unfit  houses.  Of 
the  38  houses  dealt  with.  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  23  oases 
and  satisfactory  Undertakings  accepted  in  15  cases. 

I am  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and 
consideration  and  my  colleagues  for  support  and  co-operation 
during  the  year.

Scarlet  Fever 


Scarlet  fever  was  again  light  in  incidence.  Eighteen 
cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough 

Forty  eight  notifications  of  cases  of  whoox^ing  cough 
were  received.  One  child  died  of  this  disease. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty  two  children  were  vaccinated 
against  whooping  cough,  either  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  or 
by  fam.ily  doctors. 

Poliomyelitis 

Only  one  case  of  non-paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred. 
The  scope  of  vaccina tion  against  poliomyelitis  was  extended  in 
accordance  with  the  national  programme  and  offered  to  young 
persons  born  in  the  years  1933  - to  1942.  It  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  Gloucestershire  had  an  acceptance  rate  of  67%  compared  '/dth 
33%  for  the  country. 

Me asles 

Measles  was  not  so  prevalent  as  last  year.  I39  cases 
were  notified,  a decrease  as  against  436,  but  this  illness  has  a 
biennial  incidence.

Tvjelve  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  werc  notified  and 
one  person  died  of  this  disease.  These  statistics  are  typical 
of  the  modern  pattern  of  this  disease.  Deaths  are  few  because 
of  the  success  of  modern  treatment,  but  new  cases  continue  to 
occur.  Tuberculosis  can  be  eliminated  but  full  support  is 
necessary  for  such  preventive  measures  as  Mass  Radiography 
and  B.C.Go  vaccination  which  is  offered  to  school  leavers.

PROGHEDS  IH  DEALiaa  WITH  UNFIT  HOUSES 
Act.  195 1- 

During  the  year  the  Council  made  further  substantial 
progress  v/ith  its  programme  for  dealing  with  unfit  houses  in  the 
area.  The  houses  selected  to  form  the  THIRD  instalment 
comprised  all  the  Category  V dwellings  in  the  parishes  of 
Badgeworthy  Coberley,  Cowley^  LecMiamptony  Churdington,  and 
Staverton,  The  re-survey  carried  out  in  1954/5  showed  that 
there  v/ere  60  Category  V houses  in  these  six  parishes,  but  by 
the  beginning  of  this  year  17  had  already  been  dealt  with  and 
8 had  been  improved  and  up-graded,  leaving  only  35  houses  to  be 
dealt  with.  To  this  number  were  added  three  dwellings  in  other 
parishes  brought  forward  on  grounds  of  urgency,  bringing  the 
total  number  dealt  v;ith  in  the  third  instalment  to  38. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  formal  procedures  had 
been  completed,  including  the  hearing  by  the  Council,  where 
req^uired,  of  ov/ners  submissions. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Fart  of  the  Rural  District  is  within  the  supply 
areas  of  the  Gloucester  and  Cheltenham  Corporation's  water 
undertakings. 

The  Council's  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality.  All  the  supplies  are  chlorinated. 

Three  samples  were  taken  from  Council  supplies  for 
bacteriological  analysis  and  in  addition  thirty  three 
bacteriological  and  one  chemical  samples  ¥;ere  taken  from 
private  supplies.

I have  again  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Department  for  which  I am  responsihle  to

The  activities  of  the  Council  have  continued  to 
increase  and  in  the  succeeding  i^art  of  the  report  it  is 
proposed  to  deal  v/ith  various  duties  under  separate  headings, 
unless  they  have  already  heen  dealt  v;ith  'by  the  Medical  Officer

HOUSING 

The  provision  of  housing  accommodation,  whilst  it  is 
still  a very  important  matter,  is  less  acute  than  at  any  time 
since  the  War  ended  in  1945.  The  building  of  private  houses 
has  continued  throughout  the  year  and  it  is  possible  for  anyone 
who  wishes  to  purchase  to  find  suitable  accommodation  v/ithin  a 
short  period.  The  number  of  completed  pidvate  houses  was  250  in 
1958,  as  against  38I  in  .1957?  and  the  number  in  course  of  erection 
had  fallen  to  139?  as  against  194  as  at  the  end  of  1957. 

The  number  of  houses  completed  in  the  District  totalled 
367?  and  based  on  an  ave;rage  of  3i  persons  per  house,  this  means 
that  1,284  persons  have  been  provided  v/ith  permanent  accommodation 
during  the  year. 

The  efforts  of  this  Council  have  been  directed  to 
providing  housing  at  Ashchurch  and  Shurdington,  these  bein^y  main 
centres  of  population  where  tlie  Council  ov/ned  sites  with  services 
available.  14  Houses  were  also  constructed  at  Deerhurst  and 
dv/ellings  are  now  in  course  of  erection  at  Alderton,  Tredington, 
Stoke  Orchard  and  Winchcornbe. 

The  list  of  applications  for  houses  fluctuates  in  the 
region  of  300/350. 

The  occupation,  of  caravans  is  still  a feature  of  the 
housing  of  people  in  the  district,  and  a further  licensed  site 
came  into  use  during  the^,  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1958  the  Council  still  controlled 
accommodation  on  the  former  camp  site  at  The  Park,  Stoke  Orchard, 
The  policy  of  the  Oopucpi  Xs  to  re -house  the  families  from  this 
site  as  soon  as  permanent  houses  are  available  and  to  dispose  of 
the  buildings  in  accordance  v/ith  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

Other  Activities  in  Housing 

During  the  year  under  reviev/  the  Council’s  programme 
for  dealing  v/ith  unfit  houses  has  "been  accelerated,  and  a further 
63  houses  have  been  removed  from  the  list  of  Category  V dv/ellings 
scheduled  for  Housing  Act  procedure,  thus  exceeding  by  22  the 
target  of  41  houses  per  annum  set  for  us  by  the  Ministry. 

This  THIRD  instalment  comprised  in  the  main  the 
parishes  of  Badgeworth,  Coborley,  Cov/’ley,  Leclchampton,  Shurdington 
and  Staverton,  which  at  the  re-survey  in  1934/3  v/ere  shown  to 
contain  60  Category  V dwellings.  Three  additional  dwellings  in 
the  parishes  of  Winch combe,  Woodmancote  and  Prestbury  wore 
brought  forv/ard  and  dealt  v/ith  on  grounds  of  special  urgency, 
bringing  the  total  programme,  as  already  stated,  to  63  dwellings. 
Of  this  number  I7  had  already  been  dealt  v/ith,  and  8 improved  and 
up-graded,  leaving  3S  still  to  be  dealt  v/ith.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  appropriate  action  as  summarised  below,  had  been  taken  in 
respect  of  each  dwelling: -

The  Council  has  continued  to  encourage  ovmers  of 
properties  to  apply  in  appropriate  cases  for  improvement  grants. 
During  the  year  43  nev;  cases  affecting  5I  properties  v/e're 
approved.  The  total  number  of  cases  approved  since  the  Council 
became  the  Authority  for  dealing  with  these  cases  has  risen  to 
246  cases  affecting  274  properties,  and  the  amount  of  grants 
approved  totals  £83,542  up  to  the  end  of  1958,  The  results, 
have  in  all  instances  been  very  satisfactory  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  this  scheme  has  not  only  enabled  properties  to  be 
brought  up  to  a good  standard,  but  it  has  been  the  means  of‘ 
retaining  properties  which  i^ossess  features  that  are  not  present 
in  modern  houses.,  In  addition,  it  has  enabled  accommodation  to 
be  retained  and  thus  avoided  the  Council  having  to  provide  more 
houses  for  the  occupants*

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Novernber,  and  Ministry  approval  v/as  given  for  the  Reddings 
(Bainfurlong)  Sewerage  Scheme,  Work  on  this  v/as  commenced  in 
December  1958,

the  Council’s  mains,  284  to  the  Cheltenham  Corporation’s  mains 
and  3 to  the  Gloucester  City  mains.

The  total  length  of  cast  iron  and  asbestos  distributor 
mains  owned  by  the  Council  of  diameters  from  2-9  inches  is 
approximately  104  miles.  In  addition  there  are  approximately 
11-g-  miles  of  galvanised,  copper  and  asbestos  pipes  of  betv/een 
and  2”  diameter  and  21-2-  miles  of  supply  and  pumping  mains 
from  3 to  6 inches  in  diameter. 


In  July  1958  the  system  of  refuse  collection  in  the 
district  v/as  reorganised.  Previously  collections  were  made 
weekly  in  the  built-up  areas,  fortnightly  in  the  villages  and 
monthly  in  the  remote  and  scattered  areas.  The  ne’w  scheme 
made  provision  for  the  built-up  areas  to  receive  two  collections 
and  the  remainder  of  the  district  one  collection. approximately 
every  fortnight.  This  arrangement  proved  satisfactory  and 
overcame  previous  difficulties  which  had  been  encountered 
especially  at  holiday  times. 

The  controlled  method  of  tipi^ing  is  undertaken  and 
refuse  is  tipped  at  Shurdington,  Snowshill,  W'inchcombe,  Prestbury 
and  Tv/yning.,

During  the  year  advances  were  made,  in  27  cases,  these 
totalling £37140;  the  total  advances  to  the  end  of  1958  was  241 y 
the  amount  loaned  heing  £347 >144*  These  figures  do  not  include 
those  relating  to  the  Bishops  Cleove  Housing  Association  and 
the  Dov/ty  Housing  Association. 


SUMVIARY 

The  foregoing  report  deals  v/ith  the  principal  sections 
hut  during  the  year  there  were  other  fields  of  activity  such  as 
dangerous  structures,  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  Street 
Humhering,  inspection  of  housing  sites,  etc.  These  have 
entailed  many  visits  and  inspections.
